CHAPTER 0 
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PREAMBLE 



Every human religion or belief is about what he himself elaborates, and not the one which is 
attached to him by his adversaries and opponents out of antipathy and hatred. 

Jamat Ahmadiyya is accused to have some doctrines which (according to the non Ahmadis) 
are alien to Islam. There is a long struggle from the Jamat to dispel this wrong mindset. Some 
true seekers after the truth, thus, believe in it and some remain adamant to their follies. 

According to my findings, the greatest of all is that Jamat and Ahmadis do not believe in the 
Khatm e Nabuwwat i.e. finality of the prophethood. On the contrary, we believe, firmly, that 
it is the integral part of our faith. The nucleus of the Ahmadiyya beliefs is the love of the 



Today, adversaries of Ahmadiyyat are calling Ahmadiyyat with names due to their 
adherence, prejudice and grudge, that the (Ahmadis) disbelieve in Khatm-e-Nabuwwat i.e. 
Finality of Prophethood. 

Not only they claim it, but they make themselves Judge as they give verdict against Ahmadis 
by persecuting them with inhumanity. This persecution is carried out only in the name of 
Islam & to safe guard the Khatm-e-Nabuwwat. Astonishingly, they feel proud and satisfied 
over their doings. 

Justice demands that the Ahmadiyya Jamat should also be heard regarding her beliefs. 

It is however not done in the world of justice, to listen to one party and give verdict without 
having heard the other; such an act is outright against Islamic teachings. It is not a new thing; 
it is established by Quran that it happens in the time of every Messenger. The opposition, 
because of their power and influence, they establish a lie and even more falsehood by the 
means of unjustly accusing the people on the right path wrongly, considering them to be 
unfaithful and disbelievers. 
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But this is also a known fact, that at the end, falsehood vanishes away and truth becomes 
victorious. And those Appointees of God and His Messengers triumph and are granted an 
unbeatable victory. 

Likewise, every Ahmadi believes firmly that the same would happen at this time, by Gods 
willing. 

This Jamat is a party appointed by God through the Promised Messiah and Promised Mahdi. 
It is, therefore, out of question that we Ahmadis do not believe in this very important issue of 
Khatm-e-Nabuwwat. Therefore this book shall scrutinize the issue of Khatm-e-Nabuwwat 
which is misunderstood by generality of the Muslims. 

WHO DISBELIEVES IN KHATM-E-NABUWWAT! 

Allah the Almighty had nominated Our Holy Prophet Muhammad [millions of blessings and 
peace be upon Him], as Khatam-un-Nabiyyeen, and every Muslim believes in his ifjp 

Khatm-e-Nabuwwat. 

And most especially every Ahmadi believes in it with all heart. Ahmadiyya Jamat (believes 
in J>"j VI <Ul V and believes that the Quran is a perfect and eternal book) also has 

firm belief in Holy Prophet. Nobody can enter the fold of Ahmadiyyat until and unless he 
pledges, while taking initiation (Baiat) either verbally or by writing that he believes in the 

Holy prophet @!l as Khatam Nabiyyeen.* 

Despite all this, we are accused by the way of prejudice and stubbornness that we don't 
believe in the Holy Prophet ifp as Khatam Nabiyyeen or we are disbelievers of Khatm-e- 
Nabuwwat. It is not but a crystal clear injustice and iniquity on the part of Ahmadis. 

Let me quickly discuss the issue of Takfir (blasphemy) which is usually attached to Ahmadis 
on the bases that Jamat does not believe in the issue of the Khatm e Nabuwwat. The

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"custodians of Islam" assume that Islam would be what they will describe and amazingly 
their "Islam" enjoins them to have hatred and ill thinking for Ahmadis. 

Islam which means PEACE ! 

Islam which is brought by Our Holy Master, Hadhrat Muhammad i§p about whom, Al 
mighty Allah said: 

And He does not speak out anything of His own desire. It is not but a revelation 
which has been revealed to Him. 
It is described by Allah in Surah Al Hujuraat (49: 15) 

The Arabs of the desert say, we believe. 'Say you have not believed yet, but 
rather say, 'We have accepted Islam, for the true belief has not yet entered 
into your hearts. 

There is no example in Islamic history where Holy Prophet @l gave verdict against anyone 

that he is not Muslim. According to ideology not even Musailima Kadhaab, who claimed to 
be a prophet and recipient of revelation in His lifetime. 

Yes those who were against Holy Prophet j§§p and his followers, used to give verdicts day 
and night, that these people have left the religion of our forefathers. 

Now our opponents can judge easily as to what is there stand? 

Alas! Up to what extent can truth and reality be neglected or rejected? 

Now I will present some extracts from the writings of Hadhrat Promised Messiah, Mirza 
Ghulam Ahmad Qadiani's (as) and His unobjectionable belief, regarding our Holy Master 
Hadhrat MuhammadU as Khatam un Nabiyyeen and how does he educate his Jamat on this 
issue? 

He states: 

1. "I swear by the glory of God and His majesty that I am of the faithful and I believe in 
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Allah, the High, in His books, and in His Messengers and in His angels and in life after 
death. And I believe that our Prophet Muhammad, the Elect of God (peace of Allah be on 

him and His blessings) is the most eminent of the Prophets and (uuJI ^U) the seal of 
Apostles". 111 

2. "I swear by God that I am not a disbeliever. Jll Jj-v o^J- Jjl % 4 i is my certain faith and 5 
{^IjoliSjillCJs^ regarding Holy Prophetjtp , a part and parcel of my faith. " 1V 

3. "This is our absolute belief that we believe that the Quran is the last book and the last law 
and after it there is no prophet till Doomsday in the scene of a lawgiver or recipient of the 

Word of God independent of subordination to the Holy Prophet To be more explicit, 

as God Almighty has promised that the Holy Prophet is z&&\ blithe seal of Prophets, He 

has been further pleased to impliedly say that exalted one is, because of his spiritual 
eminence. Like father unto the pious whose inner perfection is undertaken through 
subordination to him who are honoured with the favour of divine word and revelation. In 
accord therewith says the Lord of All Honour: 

Muhammad '°' is father unto none of your males but He is the Messenger of 
Allah and Seal of the Prophets. " v 

4. "The charge advanced against me and my Jama'at, that we do not believe in the Holy 
Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) as the Seal of Prophets, is altogether 
false. The strength, certainty, comprehension and insight with which we acknowledge and 
believe in the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) as the Seal of the 
Prophets, cannot even be dreamed of by the other Muslims; they do not have the capacity 
to comprehend the reality and the mystery comprised in the Seal of Prophethood. They 
have merely heard an expression from their ancestors but they are unaware of its im- port 
and do not know what it signifies and what is meant by believing in it. But we believe 
with full comprehension and God Almighty knows this well that the Holy Prophet (peace 
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and blessings of Allah be upon him) is the Seal of the Prophets. God Almighty has 
disclosed the reality of the Seal of Prophethood in such a manner that we derive special 
delight from its contemplation which cannot be conceived of by anyone except those who 
have drunk deep at this fountain. We can illustrate the Seal of Prophethood by the 
example of the moon, which begins as a crescent and arrives at its perfection on the 
fourteenth night when it is called the full moon. In the same manner the excellences of 
Prophethood reached their climax in the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him.) Those who believe that Prophethood has been closed compulsorily and that 
the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) should not be regarded as 
being superior even to the Prophet Jonas have not understood the reality of the Seal of 
Prophethood and do not have true knowledge of his superiority and excellences. Despite 
their own ignorance and lack of understanding, they charge us with denying the Seal of 
Prophethood. What shall I say concerning such invalids and how shall I express my pity 
for them! vi 

5. "I have no book except the Holy Quran and I have no Messenger except Muhammad, the 
Chosen one (saw) and I have no religion except Islam. I firmly believe that my Prophet 
(peace be upon him) is the Ultimate Prophet (Khatam ul Anbiya) and the Holy Quran is 
the Ultimate Book (Khatam ul Kotub). 

So no one should turn religion into a child's play. Let it be remembered that I have claim 
except that of being the servant of Islam. I have no claim to rivalry and he who attributes 
such a claim to me, levels a calumny against me I receive the magnificence of blessing 

from my Holy Prophet j§§p and receive the magnificence of profound perception from the 

holy Quran. Therefore it is befitting that no one must entertain in his heart contrary to this 
declaration of mine, otherwise he will be liable to be accountable to God for it. If I am not 
a servant of Islam all my enterprise is futile, fit for rejection, and entails punitive liability. 
Sincerely, Mirza Ghulam Ahmad, from Qadian, 7 th August 1899."™ 

6. "Glory be to Allah! Glory be again to Allah, how magnificent is the Prophet, Hadhrat 
Khatam ul Anbiya (the Ultimate among Prophets) peace and blessing of Allah be upon 
him. Allah be glorified! What a grand light he is, whose insignificant servant, whose most 
humble followers whose most lowly attendants, do reach the aforementioned spiritual 
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rank, (dialogue with the Divine and revelation of the unseen) 

O, Our Allah! Send benedictions and blessings on Thy Prophets, Thy loved 
one, the Chief of the Prophets and the Superior among all the Messengers and 
the Most Superb among all the Messengers and the Khatam un Nabiyyeen 
Muhammad and his progeny and his companions; and bless them and grant 
them prosperity and success. " v,n 



7. "I always wonder how high was the status of this Arab Prophet, whose name was 
Muhammad, thousands of blessings and peace be upon him. One cannot reach the limit of 
His high status and it is not given to man to estimate correctly his spiritual effectiveness. 
It is a pity that his rank has not been recognized as it should have been." lx 

8. "Now there is only one Prophet and only one Messenger under the sun, i.e. Muhammad, 
the Chosen one (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him), who is elevated above and 
superior to all Prophets, and is the most complete and Perfect of all the Messengers, and 
Khatam ul Anbiya, and the Best of all the human beings: by Following whom one finds 
God and the curtains of darkness are lifted and the indications of true salvation become 
apparent in this very world". x 

9. "Allah, the Exalted, made the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) 
oi-JI ^jU the Possessor of seal viz. He gave him the seal for the dissemination of (His) 

perfection which was certainly not given to any other Prophet. It was for this reason that 
his name was determined to be Khatam un Nabiyyeen. Following him imbues one with 
the excellences of prophethood, and his spiritual attention is Prophet-carving. And this 
particular faculty of holiness was not granted to any other Prophet" Xl 

10. "A perfect man and Chief of all the Prophets, none was ever born like unto him, nor shall 
one be ever born: he came for the guidance of this world and brought that sparkling Book 
for the world, the like of which was never be held by any eye" x " 
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Pondering over the above mentioned extracts by Hadhrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiani 
Promised Messiah and Imam Mahdi (as), every fair minded and serious person will come 
to the conclusion that Hadhrat Promised Messiah and his followers did not only believe in 
Khatm e Nabuwwat with all sincerity of heart and with absolute correct intention in Holy 

Prophet @!l as Khatam-n-Nabiyyeen but that they also are faithful to the fact that 

whosever disbelieves in the Khatm e Nabuwat is faithless and out of the core of Islam. 
And in the light of the above mentioned pieces of writings, any just person can also 
appraise that, non Ahmadi scholars, by setting the realities aside, are party to injustice and 
actions which are altogether based on iniquity. And they are utilizing the lies and 
falsehood to put people in misconceptions and to provoke their religious sentiments 
wrongly. 
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'After God I am inebriated with the love of Muhammad- 
If this is infidelity, then by God I am a great infidel." 



CHAPTER TWO 
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This is a proved fact that all the Muslims (including Ahmadis) believe firmly in Holy 
Quran and are faithful to its having being a perfect and eternal dispensation. And also 
ascertain Holy Prophet as Khatam-un Nabiyyeen. But, despite this certainty, orthodox 
Muslims assume that 

A. Jesus Christ (who was a Prophet to the Israelites) is living with his body in the heaven 
for more than 2000 years and during all this time there was no change in his body. 
And he will descend from heaven in this age to propagate Islam and to revive it. With 
this belief they also are of the opinion that a Prophet will come (after Holy Prophet 

jjP in the person of Jesus).If there was no need of a Prophet after Holy prophet j§§p, 

then why Allah the Almighty had kept Jesus Christ for more than 2000 years? Only to 
send him in this age! ! ! . 

B. And with him (Jesus Christ) there will be another advent of Imam Mahdi and through 
both of them Islam will get supremacy over all other religions. 

C. The fourteenth century (AH) which had already come to an end, is the period of time 
they are expecting for the 2 nd advent of Jesus Christ. 

" Nabi ullah"* and Imam Mahdi. 



AND THE COMING OF BOTH THE PERSONALITIES IS NOT COUNTER TO 
THEIR DOCTRINE OF KHATM-E-NABUWWAT, WHEREAS JESUS 
CHRIST WILL STILL BE A PROPHET! 

Contrary to this, Ahmadiyya Jamaat has faith in the Light of Holy Quraan and the 
Ahadith of Holy Prophet j|§jp that Jesus Christ who was sent to Israelites as a Messenger, 

had, like his fellow predecessors died. And he is neither in the heaven nor will he come 
again to this world bodily. 



In Muslim kitab ul Fitan wa Ashra tis Saa'ah (Promised) Isa (as) is described as Nabiyullah 
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But according to the prophecies made by Holy Prophet i§p for the domination of Islam 

over all other religions one of His followers among the Muslims will come to fulfil the 
prophecy about the Imam Mahdi, at the same time he will be Promised Messiah. 

So we find the Ahadith in Sahih Bukhari and in Sunan Ibn Majah 

Hadhrat Abu Hurarah relates that The Holy Prophet ^ said, "What will be your 

condition when Jesus son of Marry will descend amongst you and He will be your Imam 
from among yourselves". 

Hadhrat Anas rz related that te Holy Prophet said: 

"Adhering to religion will only become harder and worldly affairs will only become more 
difficult, and people will only become more stingy, and the Hour will only come upon the 
worst of people, and the only Mahdi (after Muhammad (□)) is 'Eisa bin Maryam. "There 
is no Mahdi except Isa (Jesus). 

Another hadith found in Musnad Ahmad bin Hanbal clearly states. 

1) Hadhrat Abu Hurairah rz relates that Holy Prophet U said If anyone among you were to 
live, he may meet Isa son of Mary who will be IMAM MAHDI and just judge. He will 
break the cross into pieces (the religion of cross) and kill the swine (swine natured 
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people) and will stop the Jizyah and in His time Wars would be ceased. 
Above mentioned Ahadith sufficiently establish that the Promised Messiah and Imam 
Mahdi are not but the names of a single personality, they are not two different people. 
And advent of whom is not contrary to the doctrine of Khatm-e-Nabuwwat. Because his 

occurrence will be, in an accordance with the predictions of Holy Prophet |§§p. 

Pondering over the aforementioned ahadith one can arrive at the disagreement between 
Orthodox Muslims and Ahmadis is not on the second coming of Promised Messiah, but 
the disagreement is about his personality, designation and time of his advent. In fact both 
are concerted in his blessed cometh! 

The belief of our non-Ahmadi Brothers in Khatm-e-Nabuwwat needs an adequate 
explanation. They believe that according to the verse of Holy Quran (33:41). Holy 
Prophet U is the last Prophet and no other prophet can ever come after Him because of 
his being khatam-un-Nabiyyeen. And to support their belief, they present some of the 
Quranic verses and as well as some ahadith. 

Now we will carefully deliberate on the verse which actually describes Holy Prophet's 
iffl* exalted station as Khatam-un-Nabiyyeen, and further study on the verse will bring a 

great distinction to our understanding. 

However, our stance will be clear as a day, in the light of Quran, Ahadith, the statements 
of early righteous scholars of Islam and as well as from Arabic lexicons. 

First of all I want to present a clear standing position of the Holy founder of Ahmadiyya 
Muslim Jama'at regarding the doctrine of Khatm-e-Nabuwwat. 

Hadhrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiani Masih-e-Maud and Mahdi-e-Maa'hud (as) Says: 

GOD HAS MANIFESTED THE TRUTH OF KHATM-E- 
NABUWWAT ON US! 

1) "The accusation leveled against me and my followers that we do not believe the 
Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) to be khatam un 
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Nabiyyeen is a colossal calumny against us. The force, certainty, perception and 
insight with which we believe the Holy Prophet (saw) to be khatam un Nabiyyeen is 
such that the other people's belief in this regard is not even the millionth part, in 
strength, as compared to ours. But then they do not have the requisite capability for it 
either. They do not have any genuine understanding of the truth and essence of the 
khatam ul Anbiya 's fact of being the seal of Prophets. They have simply been handed 
down this verbal expression from their forefathers, but they are oblivious of it's real 
meaning and do not know what Khatm-e-Nabuwwat is and what the implication of 
affirming one's belief in it is? But we believe Holy Prophet (saw) to be khatam ul 
Anbiya(the Ultimate Prophet) with perfect insight (let Allah the Exalted be the best 
witness over it) And God has manifested the truth of Khatm-e-Nabuwwat on us in 
such a manner that we particularly savour the elixir of its perception which has been 
given to us to drink. None can imagine it except those who have been given to drink 
from this fountain. " ,v 

2) "My belief is that whoever claims to be a real and direct prophet having gotten away 
from the blessings of the Holy Prophet, peace be on him, and does not drink deep at 
the blessed fountain of the Holy Prophet, rather claims to be directly commissioned 
by God, such a person is a heretic and irreligious. " v 

3) "What God wishes you to believe is that God is one and Mohammad, peace be on 
him, is His Prophet and the Khatamul-Ambia (the Seal of the Prophets) and superior 
to all other prophets. There is no prophet after him except the one who is made to 
wear the mantle of the Holy Prophet, in a reflective manner, for, the servant is not 
separate from his master, nor is the branch from its root. Thus he who gets himself 
completely merged in his master and gets the title of Prophet from God Himself 
cannot be said to be the one who interferes in the matter of Khatm-i-Nubuwwat. " V1 

4) "The last thing that I would like to say is that we have received every kind of light by 
following this Messenger / Prophet who is unlettered; whoever will follow him will 
become the recipient of these lights. His prayers will be accepted in such a way that 
he will not find anything beyond his power of accomplishment. The living God Who is 
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hidden from the eyes of the people will become his God (i.e. it will be as if he sees 
Him) and all the false gods will be trampled under his feet. He will be blessed 
wherever he will be and God 's powers will be with him. " vu 

5) "I can call God to witness that as He spoke to Abraham and Isaac and Ishmael and 
to Jacob and to Joseph and to Moses and to Jesus, son of Mary, and last of all spoke 
to our Holy Prophet, peace be on him, in such manner that He vouchsafed to him the 
most brilliant and excellent revelation, so has He honoured me with His converse. 
This honour has been bestowed upon me only on account of my obedience to the Holy 
Prophet, peace be on him. Had I not been one of his followers and had I not obeyed 
him, I would never have been honoured with God's word even if my good deeds had 
been piled up as high as the mountains. All Prophethood has now come to an end 
except the Prophethood of Muhammad. No law-bearing Prophet can now arise, but a 
non-law-bearing prophet can arise provided he is a follower of the Holy Prophet. In 
this way I am both a follower and a Prophet, and my Prophethood is a reflection of 
the Prophethood of the Holy Prophet. Apart from that it is nothing. It is the same 
Prophethood as that of Muhammad which has manifested itself in me. " vm 
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That light of high degree that was bestowed on perfect man was not in angels, was not in 
stars, was not in the moon, was not in the sun, was not in the oceans and the rivers, was not 
in rubies, emeralds, sapphires, or pearls; in short, it was not in any earthly or heavenly 
object. It was only in perfect man whose highest and loftiest and most perfect example was 
our lord and master, the Chief of the Prophets, the Chief of all living ones, Muhammad, the 
chosen oneU. That light was bestowed on this man and, according to their ranks, upon all 
those who bore the same colour to some degree.... This dignity was found in its highest and 
most perfect form in our lord and master and our guide, the immaculate Prophet, the 
righteous one, testified to by the righteous, Muhammad, the chosen oneD. (Aina-e-Kamalat- 
e-Islam, Ruhani Khazain, Vol. 5, page. 1 60-1 62) 



CHAPTER THREE 
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A. THE VERSE KHATAM UN NABIYYEEN (g^jSi) AND ITS BACKGROUND 

In Holy Quran Allah the exalted says: 




Muhammad is not the father of any of your men, but he is the Messenger 
of Allah and the Seal of Prophets; 

That is to say that though Holy Prophet ||s does not have the male progeny but he isdil J>v 

i.e. he is (spiritual) father of all the mankind, and not only this, moreover he is >3U That 
he is father of even all the Prophets. Or he is the Prophet of all the Prophets. 

It seems proper here to give the background of the verse as to, in which circumstances the 
verse was revealed. I will hereby quote from "The Holy Quran with Arabic Text and with 
English Translation and short Commentary" edited by The Learned Malik Ghulam Fareed 
Sahib, He says: 

"At Mecca when all the Holy Prophet's male children had died in their 
childhood, his enemies taunted him with being Abtar (one who has no male 
issue), meaning that in the absence of male heirs to succeed him his movement 
would sooner or later come to an end(Muhit). In answer to this taunt of 
disbelievers it was emphatically declared in Surah Kausar that not the 
Prophet but his enemies would remain issueless. After the revelation of Surah 
Kausar the idea naturally found favour with early Muslims that the Prophet 
would be blessed with sons who would live to an adult age. The verse under 
comment removed that misconception inasmuch as it declared that the 
Prophet is not, never was, nor will ever be the father of any grown up young 
men (Rijal meaning grown up young men). This verse while appearing to be in 
conflict with Surah Kausar in which not the Holy Prophet but his enemies 
were threatened with being issueless, in reality seeks to set at rest doubts and 
misgivings to which this seeming contradiction gives rise. It says that the Holy 
Prophet is Rasul Allah, signifying that He is the spiritual father of a whole 
Ummah and he is also Khatam un Nabiyyin, signifying that he is father of all 
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Prophets, how can he be said to be Abtar (issueless). If the expression be 
taken to mean that he is the last of the Prophets and that no Prophet will come 
after him, then the verse would appear to be out of tune and to possess no 
relevance with the context and instead of refuting the taunt of disbelievers that 
the holy Prophet was issueless, would support and reinforce it. "" 

B. THE WORD KHATAMI AND ITS GRAMMATICAL ASPECT 

Keeping in view the context of the verse, now, let us carefully examine it grammatically as 
well as literally.

description specific and it is compulsory that if before the word o^,the clause of sentence is 
negative than positive clause always follows it. 

As it is described above that after" ^5" it is compulsory that a positive clause of sentence

* Abu Nasr Isma'il ibn Hammad al-Jawhari also spelled al-Jauhari (died 1002 or 1008) was the 
author of a notable Arabic dictionary.He was born in the city of Farab a.k.a. Otrar in Turkestan (in today's 
southern Kazakhstan). He studied Arabic language first in Baghdad and then among the Arabs of the Hejaz. 
Then he settled in northern Khorasan (at Damghan and subsequently at Nishapur). He died at Nishapur His great 
work is the Arabic dictionary entitled Taj al-Lugha wa Sihah al-Arabiya, "The Crown of Language and the 
Correct Arabic", also known by the shorter titles al-Sihah fi al-Lugha, "The Correct Language", and al-Sihah.

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Arabic Gramar does not allow us to take the meaning of&sJl >JU-as last of Prophets because it 
will give the negative impression! 

C. THE WORD KHATAM AND THE LEXICONS 

Now let us consult the Arabic Lexicons so as to affirm the meaning of p^- (khatam). Mufridat 
Imam Raghib, which is considered to be the best lexicon of Quran. 

Hadhrat Imam-ul-Mufassireen Shaikh Jalaludin Suyuti (rh) in his spectacular book, <J> u 1 ^ 1 
jljSJI fjk. States about it: 

"In the lexicons of Quran no book, so far, had been written greater than this". 
In this magnified book, Hadhrat Imam Raghib (rh) * writes:

stamp and the former ( as is indicates, but not plainly expressed, as distinguished from the 
latter) is tropically used sometimes as meaning the securing oneself from thing, and 
protecting (oneself) from it; in consideration of protection by means of sealing upon writing 
and doors and sometimes as meaning of producing an impression, or effect, upon a thing 
from another thing; in consideration of the impress produced ( by the signet) and sometimes 



* Abul-Qasim al-Hussein bin Mufaddal bin Muhammad, better known as Raghib Isfahani 

was an eleventh centuryMuslim scholar of Qur'anic exegesis and the Arabic language. Al-Raghib Al-Isfahani 
was born in Isfahan as his name suggests, though his exact date of birth is not known. He died in the Hijri year 
502, corresponding to 1 108 on the Gregorian calendar. 

His work covered topics ranging from ethics to linguistics to Muslim philosophy. One of his most famous works 
was Al-Mufradat fi Gharib al-Quran. As a man of letters, al-Isfahani was also well-versed in Arabic literature. 
His literary anthology, which was carefully organized by topic, carried much weight and respect in intellectual 
circles. He was also noted as an early Muslim writer on the topic of blending religious and philosophical ethics. 
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in is used as relating to the reaching the end (of a thing) it is said o'j^ 1 that I reached to 
its end (in recitation). 

Hadhrat Imam Raghib says that the first and foremost meaning of the word signifies the 
act of impressing a thing with the engraving, and the impression which is gotten after the 
engraving. 

The second meaning, according to him is "tropical" and metaphorical sometimes it is used as 
"to the reach the end (of a thing)" it is said khatamt ul Quraana i.e. I reached to its end (in 
recitation). 

The non Ahmadi Muslims say, that >5lS. means the last and in another (»i J) version of Quran it 

is (4^-and this word means the terminator as we say ji J$ I have finished reading Quraan 
likewise the word means that Holy Prophet □ is the last Prophet because He finished the 

Prophethood. We say All Knowing Allah has put the word >JU- here since we have belief that 

this Quraan (which is in our hands) is the final version we do not go to any other version 
rather we remain strict to the one we have. 

Secondly when the first meaning is applicable then, why should we use the secondary and 
metaphorical meaning? They say it is not the secondary meaning rather it is the real meaning 
of the word. This claim of theirs is incorrect because, to close or to reach to the end is ever 
secondary meaning. Now we will provide some of the references of the Mufassireen 
(Commentators of the Holy Quraan). 

C. (a) MEANING OF ^ AS REACHING THE END (OF A THING) IS A 
METAPHORICAL FIGURE

* Abu al-Qasim Mahmud ibn Umar al-Zamakhshari. Known widely as al-Zamakhshari (1074 or 
1075 - 1143 or 1144) was a medieval Muslim scholar of Iranian origin. Al-Zamakhshari was born in 
Zamakhshar, Khwarezmia, and became a renowned scholar. He used Persian for some of his work, although he 
was a strong supporter of the Arabic language. He is best known for Al-Kashshaaf, a seminal commentary on 
the Qur'an. The commentary is famous for its deep linguistic analysis of the verses. 

For many years he stayed in Mecca, for which he became known as Jar-Allah ("God's neighbour"). He later 
returned to Khwarezm, where he died in 1144 at the capital Gorgan (in the present Gulestan Province, Iran). He 
studied at Bukhara and Samarkand while enjoying the fellowship of jurists of Baghdad. 

* Muhammad bin Yusuf Abu Hayyan Al Gharnati was a Muslim commentator on the Quran. He 
has earned near universal recognition as the foremost Arabic grammarian of his era. He was born in Spain in 
November of 1256, to a family of Berber origins. Gharnati was a student of Ibn al-Nafis, viewed as a redeeming 
quality in favor of Ibn al-Nafis by traditionalists such as Al-Dhahabi, who held positive views of Gharnati. 
Gharnati died on a Saturday in July in the year 1344 in his home in Cairo Gharnati's prowess in both the 
religious and linguistic fields has been noted. He was referred to as the king of his age in grammar, having 
known no rival during his lifetime. Additionally, he was considered an expert in the fields of Prophetic tradition, 
historiography and Islamic law. The total number of works attributed to Gharnati was 65, though today only 15 
of those survive. Gharnati is famous for his book in explaining the linguistic meanings of Quran, called "al-Bahr 
al-Muheet," which was composed toward the end of his life.

Having observed the mentioned different definitions made by the masters of Arabic language 
our conclusion is: 

It means source of impression and effect, that is to say Our Holy Prophet i|i is the 
source of Prophethood because he is &iJl>3U.and not the terminator. 

Another meaning of the word>5U- is ring. And ring is worn so as to seek beautification. 
Famous expert of Arabic lexicon Ibn al Aarabi says: 

The ring is source of adornment, that the very meaning of is beautification and 
adornment. 

Then the word will mean that Holy Prophet Hi is the beauty and adornment of all 

the Prophets. 

Hadhrat Allamah Abu al Qasim Mahmood bin Umar az Zumakhshari brought another 
good meaning of >*Uin Tafseer Kash'shaaf, 

He says: 

That, the words, >*Uand>£)l are synonyms. If we take up this meaning, it would be ^ 
Lty^fThe one hiding or covering all the Prophets) that The Holy Prophet Hi is like the sun 
(as Allah also made Him LJj** l^who has concealed all other Prophets like when sun rises it 
covers all the stars. 

D. THE PHRASE KM A I AM UN NABIYYEEN (&|Jl jM) AND AHADITH 

Another method to understand this very verse is to take this issue to our Holy Master, Holy 
Prophet i|i and understand the usage of Arabic idiom of ^31 >5tifrom Him who was the 
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<_j^)| "The most eloquent of the whole Arab". And who claims that JSJI £>\£ d^ll i.e. I have 
been given all the comprehensive words. 

If we ponder over the Ahadith of Holy Prophet |t|, our Holy Prophet tf| used the same 
expression of (-agJljslS. in many Ahadith. 

The following hadith is found in two eminent books of hadith (Musnad Ahmad Bin 
Hanbal and Kanz-ul-ummal Fil-Aqwal wal Afaal). 
The hadith is as follows: 



The mentioned hadith means that, 

"I was ouJI^jU, while Adam (as) was in the process of creation. " 
If we go by the meaning of our non Ahmadi Brothers then it will denote that Holy prophet 
Hi was cjj-JI (in fact right from the beginning of the creation) Now, because o^JI ^>U means 

that He (Holy Prophet is the last of prophets and nobody can come after him. Then how 
Adam, Noah, Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, Moses and Jesus ^ic M ol jL> can come after ^sU 



Here the very meaning taken by Ahmadiyya Muslim Jamaat rather stands correct. And that is, 
anyone of the Prophets who came or will come, must come with the ( ^) Seal of the Prophet 
Muhammad Hs.So everyone of the Messengers and Prophets who came, did not come but 

with the certification of the Holy Prophet Usand were testified. 
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Hadhrat Ibn e Shahab relates: 

"When the Prophet of Allah H returned from the Battle of Badr, Hadhrat 
Abbas ^ (Uncle of The Holy Prophet) was with Him. Hadhrat Abbas came to 
him and asked: "O prophet of Allah, permit me to go back to Mecca and 
migrate to Medina (as a muhajir) as other's did. Holy Prophet Hi said: 

"Sit down "O father of fadhl. You are Khatam ul-Muhajireen in (Hijrat) 
migration as I am Khatam un Nabiyyeen in (Nabuwwat) i.e prophethood. " 

Again, if we take the meaning of oi-JI ^>U as last of Prophets that no Prophet can ever come 
after Him then, how will it ever be equally important for us to believe that Abbas rz was^iU 

Meaning he is the last of migrants! which is not true, because after the migration of Medina, 
people (either Muslims or non-Muslim) did, countless migrations. Surely the two Idioms 
mean that like Hadhrat Abbas is the best of all the migrants, and our Beloved Holy Prophet 
(□) is the best of all the Prophets. 

Holy Prophet (U) used the same expression for Hadhrat Ali Al Murtadha (rz) 




Meaning I am ^ (Best of Prophet) and O' Ali you are ^LJ^I J&l ^3 ^U(Best of 

friends) 

In the early editions of the book As Safi where the mentioned reference is found had Alaoliya 
but later they changed it and wrote Aosiya! But we can find the reference of this Hadith in a 
work of a great scholar of Sunnite school of thought namely, Shah Rafi ud Din Sahib. 

Keeping in view all what is explained in the Ahadith we come to the conclusion that the 
word^as explained by Holy prophet (U) the ever first scholar of Islam means the most 
excellent of all the prophets. 
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E. KM AT AM UN NABIYYEEN j&) IN THE LIGHT OF ARABIC AND 

ISLAMIC LITRATURE 



In Arabic Literature the word has the similar meaning with that of Jamat Ahmadiyya's 

stance. It means the excellent in the prescribed group of peoplei.e. If the word >5t*is used in 

apposition (^iL^VI) to any group of people, it will denote that, the person (who is said to be 

>5lS.) is the supreme in that group of people, he reached the zenith of the excellence of that 

attribute. For example if someone is said to be eLJj^ 1 ^(Khatam ul Auliya) it means that he 
is perfectly at the height of the Wialyat and is able to create the effects, or the impressions in 
someone in order that he could be a Wali of Almighty Allah. This view is also kept by a very 
eminent and godly saint of Muslim Ummah Hadhrat Allama Abdur Rahman Ibn Khadun rh, 

He says: 

It is admitted that the grades of Wilayat are similar to that of the prophethood. Only a most 
perfect saint could be called Khatam Al-Auliya, i.e. a particular saint has reached the highest 
possible grade that a saint could have attained. This is exactly as the Khatamul Anbiya had 
attained the grade of perfection that a prophet could possibly reach. 

1. This phrase has been used in Arabic literature, Mubarrad who was an excellent Master of 
Arabic Language, about whom it was said that, 
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Mubarrad and Abu Abbas Muhamad bin Yahyah whose title is Thalab (Author of book Al

CHAPTER FOUR 
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VIEWS OF THE EMINENT MUSLIM SCHOLARS ON KHATAM UN NABIYYEEN 

Here are the opinions of 20 eminent scholars of Muslim Ummah, which are speaking loud about 
the true meaning ofKhatm e Nabuwwat as well as true essence of Khatam un Nabiyeen (pbuh).it 
should be borne in mind that the Alqab (Titles of respect) given to these ulema and scholars are 
written as they are on their respective books or as they famous in their followers. 

1. Hadhrat Umm ul Momineen Aysha Siddiqua rz* 

Ummu ul Momineen Hadrat Ayshah Siddiqua rz the teacher of scholars and experts. She did not 
graduate from any university there were no universities as such in her day. But still her 
utterances are studied in faculties of literature, her legal pronouncements are studied in colleges 
of law and her life and works are studied and researched by students and teachers of Muslim 
history as they have been for over a thousand years. Let me give a gist of the excellences of her 
which are commented by Holy Prophet PBUH, His Sahaba and Tabe'een.

a) Hadhrat Anas bin Malik relates, that Holy Prophet PBUH said that 

"The merit that Aysha has upon other women is like the merit of "Athareed"(an 
Arabic delicious food) has on other foods." 

* Hadhrat Aishah bint Abu Bakr was one of Holy Prophet Muhammad's (pbuh) wives.Hadhrat Aisha had an 
important role in early Islamic history, both during Holy Prophet Muhammad's life and after his death. She was an 
active figure in numerous events and an important witness to many more. Aisha contributed to the growth, 
development, and understanding of Islam. Aisha died of disease at her home in Medina on 17 Ramadan 58 AH (16 
July 678). She was 64 years old. Muhammad's companion Abu Hurairah led her funeral prayer, and she was buried 
at Jannat al-Baqi. 
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b) Holy Prophet Muhammad PBUH said, 

O Aish! This is Jibreel conveying blessings (salam) to you. 

c) Hadhrat Amr bin Al Aas relates that I asked O messenger of Allah! Who is the most 
loveable to you among people, He replied Aysha'. 

d) I have not seen anyone more knowledgeable in jurisprudence, medicine,nor in poetry 
than Hadhrat Aysha RZ . 

e) I have never seen anyone before that is more well versed than Aysha 

1. Hadhrat Aysha relates "Say Khataman Nabiyyeen and do not say that there no 
Prophet after him " 

2. Hadhrat Aysha relates that "Say Khatam ul Anbiya and do not say there is no 
Prophet after him. " 

2. ASH SHEIKH ABU ABDULLAH MUHAMMAD BIN ALI AL-HAKIM 
TIRMIDHI(RH)* 

Ash Sheikh Abu Abdullah Muhammad bin Ali bin Alhasan Al-Hakim Tirmidhi (rh) says: 

* Abdullah Muhammad ibn Ali al-Hakim al-Tirmidhi al-Hanafi was a jurist (faqih) and traditionist 

(muhaddith) of Khorasan, but is mostly remembered as one of the great early authors of Sufism. 
Tirmidhi was apparently born between 820 and 830 AD in Termez, Khorasan. His father was a scholar of hadith and 
a jurist. Some written sources contain reliable information about Al Hakim At-Termizi's teachers. His teacher was 
his father Ali bin Al-Hassan At Termizi "History of Baghdad" by Khatib Al-Bagdhadi contains some information. 
Among his other teachers were Kutaiba bin Sayid as-Sakafi Al- Balkhi (798-888 AD) Al Hakim At-Termizi had 
many of students, including: Abu Muhammad Yahya bin Mansur Al-Kadi (died in 960 AD), Abu Ali Mansur bin 
Abdullah bin Khalid Al-Zuhli Al Hiravi; Abu Ali Al-Hassan bin Ali Al-Jurjani. According to Radtke and O'Kane, 
"he is the first and, up until the time of Ibn al-Arabi, the only mystic author whose writings present a broad synthesis 
of mystic experience, anthropology, cosmology and Islamic theology. He died in 910 ca. 
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"According to us, it means that prophethood manifested itself in its full and complete manner in 
the Holy Prophet (saw). His heart became a vessel for the complete perfection of prophethood 
and then his heart was sealed.

'Wisdom is the Khatam of all and for Khatam it is essential to be supreme. Remember that the 
Holy Prophet (saw), when he was raised to the status of Khataman Nabiyyeen, was confirmed to 
be supreme among all the prophets'. 



Fakhr ad-Din Ar Razi was a Persian Muslim theologian and philosopher who wrote in Arabic. [2I[3] He was 
born in 1 149 in Ray (today located in Iran), and died in 1209 in Herat (today located in Afghanistan). He also wrote 
on medicines, physics, astronomy, literature, history and law.In Islamic theology, Razi's major work was the Tafsir- 
e Kabir {The Great Commentary), his eight-volume Tafsir (exegesis) on the Qur'an, also named as Mafatih al- 
Ghayb {The Keys to the Unknown). This work contains much of philosophical interest. One of his "major concerns, 
was the self-sufficiency of the intellect." He believed that proofs based on tradition {hadith) "could never lead to 
certainty (yaqin) but only to presumption {zann), a key distinction in Islamic thought." However, his 
"acknowledgement of the primacy of the Qur'an grew with his years." Al-Razi's rationalism undoubtedly "holds an 
important place in the debate in the Islamic tradition on the harmonization of reason and revelation. " [6I A1-Razi had 
written over a hundred works on a wide variety of subjects. His major works include:

I have seen with my heart's eye , and heard with perceptive ears; The trumpet of the beauty 
of Muhammad Echoes everywhere. This ever-flowing water, which I distribute, freely, 
among God's creatures; is but a drop from the ocean of the excellences of Muhammad. 

The fire that burns within me is the fire of the love of Muhammad; the water that I possess is 
from the sweet and pure water of Muhammad. (Majmuah Ishtiharat, Vol. 1, page 97) 
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Jamat Ahmadiyya believes firmly, that any law bearing Prophet cannot appear after the Holy 
Prophetf§p. In support of which I would like to give some of the extracts from the blessed 
writings of Hadhrat Promised Messiah as. 
He states: 

1. "In Islam, the door to Prophethood which claims to be independent (of the Holy Prophet) 
is closed." 1 

2. "We affirm that the person who moves away in the slightest degree from the law of the 

Holy Prophet j§§pis a kafir. When anyone who turns away from following the Holy 

Prophet [peace and blessings of Allah be on him] is a kafir in our estimation, then what 
about one who should claim to bring a new law, or should make a change in the Holy 

Qur'an and the Sunnah of the Holy Prophet i§p or should abrogate any commandment? 

In our estimation only that person is a believer who truly follows the Holy Qur'an, and 
believes it to be the last revealed Book, and accepts the law that the Holy Prophet [peace 
and blessings of Allah be on him] brought into the world, as everlasting, and makes not 
the slightest change in it, and loses himself wholly in following it, and devotes every 
particle of his being to its cause, and does not oppose it intellectually or by his conduct. 
It is then that he would be a true Muslim."" 

3. I believe sincerely in His Messenger and know that all Prophethood ended with him and 
that all law is comprised in his law. Yet one type of Prophethood has not ended, that is to 
say, the Prophethood which is granted in consequence of complete obedience to the Holy 
Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) and which is illumined by his lamp. 
This Prophethood has not ended inasmuch as it is a reflection of his Prophethood and is 
given through him and is his manifestation and receives grace from him. 1 " 

4. What God requires of you, in the matter of belief, is that God is One and that 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) is His Prophet and the Seal of 
Prophets and is the greatest of them all. After him there is no Prophet except only one 
who is reflectively clothed in the mantle of Muhammadiyyat. Inasmuch as a servant 
cannot be separated from his master, nor is a branch separable from its root, he who is 
designated Prophet by God on account of his perfect devotion to his master does not 
contravene the Seal of Prophethood. Just as when you look into a mirror, there are not 
two of you but only one, although there appear to be two: the real one and the reflection. 
That is what God designated in the case of the Promised Messiah. This is also the 
meaning of the saying of the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) 
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that the Promised Messiah would be buried with him in the same grave; which means 
that they would be completely identical. IV 

5. In Islam,the door to Prophethood which claims to be independent (of the Holy Prophet) 
is closed/ 

6. It should be clearly understood that the door of lawbearing Prophethood is firmly closed 
after the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him.) There can be no book 
after the Holy Qur'an which comprises new commandments or abrogates those 
contained in it or suspends obedience to it. The authority of the Holy Qur'an will last to 
the Day of Judgment/ 1 

7. The vision of the Perfect Man, to whom the Holy Qur'an was revealed, was not limited. 
His concern and sympathy for all was faultless. His self was imbued with perfect 
sympathy that transcended the limitations of time and space. That is why he was granted 
full and complete share of the manifestation of Divine Providence. Thus,he became the 
Seal of the Prophets. This was not because no one was to be granted any spiritual grace 
after him, but because no one could achieve any grace without theattestation of his seal, 
and that the door of converse with God would never be closed to his followers. No other 
Prophet has been granted this seal; he is the only one through whose seal such 
Prophethood can be achieved and for which it is necessary that its recipient should be a 
follower of his. His high resolve and deep sympathy did not desire to leave his followers 
in a position of disadvantage and did not tolerate that the door of revelation, which is the 
true basis of complete comprehension, should be closed upon them. He desired that, in 
order to maintain the sign of the Seal of Prophethood, the grace of revelation should be 
confined to his followers, and the door of revelation should be closed for those who are 
not his followers. It was in this sense that God made him the Seal of the Prophets. Thus 
it has been forever ordained that he who is not his follower, and is not completely 
devoted to him, can never be the recipient of perfect revelation, inasmuch as independent 
Prophethood came to an end with him (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him.) But 
Prophethood by way of zill [reflection], which is to receive Divine revelation through the 
grace of Muhammadsa, shall continue till the Judgement Day, so that the door of 
spiritual perfection should not be closed on mankind and the sign which the high resolve 
of the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) desired — namely, that 
the doors of converse with God should remain open and the comprehension of the 
Divine, which is the basis of salvation, should not become extinct/" 

8. " However, if the objection is raised that since the first Messiah was a Prophet of God, 
the second Messiah too ought to be a Prophet, the answer is that the Holy Prophetdid not 
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make Prophethood as the condition precedent for the Second Messiah: it is clearly 
recorded that he would be a Muslim by faith and practise the Quranic law like other 
Muslims. He will not claim to be anyone other than a Muslim and the Imam of 
Muslims." viii 

"These so called maulawis virtually insult our lord and master Muhammad (PBUH) the 
best of Prophets and most exalted of Messengers when they say that no one resembling 
Jesus, son of Mary, can ever appear in this ummah, and that, because of this prohibition, 
God will have to break the seal of Khatm-e-Nubuwwat [Finality of Prophethood] and 
bring back the same Israelite Jesus into the world once more. Thus they stand guilty of, 
not one, but two sins. (1) First, they have to believe that while a servant of God named 
Jesus — or Yesu in Hebrew — attained closeness to God and became a Prophet by 
following the Mosaic law for thirty years, but in the case of the Holy Prophetsa, no one 
can attain the same spiritual station even if he follows him for fifty years, instead of 
thirty. In other words, they say that no honour can be attained by following the Holy 
Prophet. They do not realize that this belief implies that God is only deceiving people by 
teaching them the prayer 

They also believe that, by virtue of his second coming, Jesus is Khatam-ul-Anbiya' [the 
last Prophet] as well as the last Judge and Arbiter. They do not understand the true 
meaning of this prophecy, which is that, since there will be people in this umma who will 
be like the Jews, God will send to them someone who would be the like of Jesus, and he 
will be an ummati [follower of the Holy Prophet] well as a Prophet." lx 



" I swear by Him that just as He granted His converse to the Prophet Abraham and then 
to Isaac, Ishmael, Jacob, Joseph, Moses and Jesus son of Mary, and after them all, spoke 
with unmatched clarity and purity to our Prophet Muhammad (PBUH) 5 so did He honour 
me with His converse and revelation. But this honour was bestowed upon me solely 
because of my complete submission to the Holy Prophet Muhammad (PBUH) . If I had not 
been part of the Holy Prophet's (PBUH) ummah, and had not been His follower, then even 
if mu good deeds had matched all the mountains of the world, I would never have 
received this honour of converse with god, for all prophethood has come to an end 
except the Prophethood of Muhammad (PBUH ). No law-bearing Prophet can come after 
him. A prophet who does not bring a new law can come, but he has to be a follower of 
the Holy Prophet (PBUH) first. On this basis I am both an ummati and a Prophet. My 
prophethood i.e., my converse with God, is nothing but a reflection of the prophethood 
of Muhammad (PBUH) . Apart from this my Prophethood is nothing.lt is the same 
prophethood of Muhammad (PBUH) which has manifested itself through me." x 
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At this point I want to deviate your kind attention towards those Muslim Scholars who, 
without having any iota of doubt, described that a none law bearing Prophet can emerge in 
the blessed Ummah of Holy Prophet (pbuh).But, however, as believed by Ahmadiyya 
Muslim Jamaat, Law bearing Prophet can never be raised. It should be borne in mind that the 
Alqab (titles of respect) given to these Ulema and scholars are written as they are on their 
respective books or as they are famous in their followers.

Shaabee rz related that a person came to Hadhrat Mugheerah bin abi Shubaah rz and said 
"Peace and blessings of Allah be upon Muhammad who is the Seal of Prophets and there is 
no Prophet after Him"! on listening this, Hadhrat Mugheera said, "it does suffice you when 
you say Seal of Prophets (that there is no need to say that there is no Prophet after Him) 
because we used to discuss that Hadhrat (Propmised) Isa as is going to be raised and if He is 
raised then there will be a Prophet before Him (i.e. Jesus) and a Prophet (Promised Messiah) 
will be after Him. 

2. Hadhrat Abu Abdur Rahman As Sullami rz 



Hadhrat Abu Abdur Rahman As Sullami (Teacher of Hadhrat Imam Hussain and Hadhrat 
Imam Hassan rz) said that I used to teach Quran to Hadhrat Imam Hassan and Hussain. Once 
Hadhrat Ali rz (about whom the Prophet of Allah pbuh said I am the City of Knowledge and 
Ali is its door) passed by us while I was at the verse (Khatam un Nabiyyeen).He said, "teach 
them with the fatha (a stroke on the word Taa)." 



* Al-Mughirah ibn Shubah ibn Abi Amir ibn Masood Ath Thaqafi was one of the most prominent 
companions of Muhammad. He belonged to the tribe of Thaqif of Ta'if. Mughira ibn Shu'ba was one of the last 
companions to see the Prophet before his passing away.

Hadhrat Imam Abdul Wahab Sharani, writes, 

"Let it be known, that the order of prophethood has not totally terminated; it is the law 
bearing prophethood which has discontinued."

Hadhrat Imam Muhammad Tahir Gujraati (One of the Mujaddid Reformers of Muslim 
Ummah)states: 

Hadhrat Aysha said that, "He (pbuh) is Khatam ul Anbiya, but do not say no Prophet will be 
raised after Him." She said it because of keeping the view of the advent of Isa, and it does not 
contradict with the Hadith (that no Prophet will come after me) because Holy Prophet 
denoted, that law bearing Prophet who could abrogate the dispensation of Holy Prophet pbuh 
cannot be raised. 

5. Hadhrat Imam Muhyuddin Ibn Arabi* 



Hadhrat Imam Muhyuddin Ibn Arabi(rh) writes, 

Verily the Prophethood that terminated with the Prophet of Allah was no other than the Law

CHAPTER SIX 
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A. ASSUMPTIVE ARGUMENTS ABOUT TERMINATION OF THE PROPHETHOOD 
FROM QURAN 

Some Orthodox Scholars say that the word (in Quran) is used for the meaning of termination 
and ceasing of something. In the following passages we shall discuss those verses and observe, 
that do they really mean so, or, our brothers are at wrong position to comprehend them fully. 

1. First verse: 



i.e. this day we shall put a seal on their mouths and their hands will speak to Us 
and their feet will bear witness to what they had earned. 

They say, this verse shows clearly that they will not be able to utter anything because of the seal 
which will be put on their mouths! 

a. In answer to this it suffices us to say that we are not discussing the word and its derives, 
rather we should observe that the word fl± (with the fat'ha of Taa) gives any other meaning 
except ,the excellence and to be the best! 

b. This verse presented by you does not denote that they (inmates of Hell) will not be able to 
utter anything. 

Rather it means that on the day of resurrection Allah will seal their mouths with stamp of the 
truth and they will say all what is true and will not hide anything, as other organs will also 
testify. As Quran mentioned this fact at some other places: 



On the day when their toughens and their hands and their feet will bear witness against 
them as to what they used to do. 



And they will say to their skins, 'Why did you bear witness against us?' They will say 
Allah has made us to speak as He had everything else to speak. And He it is who created 
you the first time, and towards Him you have been brought back. 




179 



The above mentioned verses denote clearly that Allah will seal their tongues with the stamp of 
truth and only truth will come out of their mouths. 

2. The second verse which is presented usually to prove their view is: 

Allah had sealed their hearts and ears and on their hearts there is a covering and for them there is 

a great punishment. 

If we ponder over the mentioned verse 

i. We will indeed come to the conclusion that it doesn't mean that Allah will cause their 
hearts to stop, otherwise all of them will suffer a heart failure and will die 
immediately?!!! 

ii. If, assuming that the meaning presented by our brothers is applicable here then, 

Does it mean that among those whose hearts are sealed can never come into the pale of 
Islam?!!! 

No, not at all. Amazingly the case is vice- versa because this verse is found in the 2 nd 
Chapter of Holy Quran and this Chapter was revealed at Medina immediately after the 
Hijrah. 

Does it mean those whose hearts were sealed did not come to the pale of Islam after 
this very verse was revealed? 

How then Hadhrat Ikremah, Hadhrat Safwan, Hadhrat Abu Sufyan, Hadhrat Malik bin Auf bin 
Kahan Hadhrat Urwah bin Masood, Hadhrat Abu Hurrairah, Hadhrat Muaviya etc etc 

Aitljibjj, ffcc. iiil believed?? 

This there view of our friends will not be true if we read the Ahadith of Our Holy Master (PBUH) 
He has been reported to have said: 

5 
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Hadhrat Abdullah son of Hadhrat Umar bin Al Khattab rz related that the Holy Prophet(PBUH) 
said, 'Allah the Lord of honour and glory will accept the repentance of servant of His till his 
death rattle begins (recorded by Tirmizi and said it is a Hassan Hadith) 

It will be an honour for me to present before my valuable reader the comment of Hadhrat Musleh 
Maud, the Second Khalifa (Second Successor) of the Promised Messiah Hadhrat Mirza Ghulam 
Ahmad Sahib of Qadian about the verse under discussion. 
He says: 

"As all Laws proceed from God, the final controller of the universe and every 
cause is followed by its natural effects under His will, so the sealing of the hearts 
and the ears of disbelievers is ascribed to Him. It is therefore a mistake to take 
the verse to mean that as God himself sealed up their hearts, so the disbelievers 
could not believe. The Quran contradicts with this view and states clearly that it 
is the disbelievers themselves who seal their fate and God's seal follows only as a 
result of their action. (see 4:156, 40:36, 47:25, 83:15). Says the Holy Prophet: 
"When man comitts a sin, a black spot is thereby formed on his heart. Then if he 
repents and gives up the sin and asks God's forgiveness, the black spot is washed 
off, leaving the heart clean. But if he repents not and commits another sin, 
another black spot is formed on his heart and so on, until his whole heart is 
covered with a black covering, and that is the covering of rust to which the Quran 
refers in Sura Tatfeef. " 6 

3. Third verse which is often put in front of us to prove the termination of the prophethood is: 

This Day have I perfected your Religion for you, completed My favour upon you, and have 
chosen for you Islam As your religion. 

Non Ahmadis are of the view that here(,_^)favour denotes (^jfill)prophet Hood. And Allah says 
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that He made it (ji^eL^t) completed. So this verse according to them means that prophethood of 
prophet PBUH had terminated. 

If the word (jJZjfci&jJ 1 ]) is the bone of contention as to prove the finality of Prophethood. Then our 
question to our brothers is, What is your opinion about 

Moreover, we gave Moses the Book, completing (Our favour) to those who would 
do right, and explaining all things In detail,- and a guide and a Mercy, that They 
might believe In the meeting with their Lord? 

As it is clear from this verse that Moses book (Old Testament) was also completing like 
Quran. 

The question arises: 

If the Old Testament was COMPLETE then what was the need of sending many Prophets after 
Moses? 

If we read the Holy Quran with a careful mind we will come to know that whenever the word 
(CiiAj) is used, it is interpreted by Quran as following. 

And whoso obeys Allah and this messenger of His shall be among those on whom Allah has 
bestowed His blessings, namely, the prophets, the Truthful, the Martyrs, and the Righteous. 

And excellent companions are these. 

And remember when Moses said to His people: "O My people! call In mind the favour of Allah 
upon you, when He appointed prophets among you, made you kings, and gave you what He 
had not given to any other among the peoples. 

The mentioned verses clearly open that the word (^i) i.e. favour in Quran is used in the 
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following essence. 



(i) Nabuwwat i.e.Prophethood 

(ii) Siddiqiyyat i.e. state of being Truthful 

(iii) Shahadat i.e. Martyrdom 

(iv) Salihiyyat i.e. Righteousness 

(v) Mulukiyyat i.e. Kingship 

If we go with the meaning of our non Ahmadi brothers it would mean that not only Nabuwwat 
i.e. the Prophethood had terminated but Siddiqiyyat i.e. state of being Truthful Shahadat i.e. 
Martyrdom Salihiyyat i.e. Righteousness and Mulukiyyat i.e. Kingship had also been ceased! 

This is NOT TRUE and against the known historical facts. 

And matter of the fact is that after the blessed cometh of Holy Prophet Muhammad (PBUH) all 
the five ranks were not terminated but up till today people are becoming Siddiqeen, Shuhada, 
Saleheen and Kings. And first and foremost rank of prophethood was also bestowed to this 
Ummah. 

3. In Quran Hadhrat Yaqoob (as) is recorded to have said to his son Hadhrat Yusuf (as) 

And Thus will your Lord choose you and teach you the interpretation of things and perfect His 
favour to you and to the progeny of Jacob. As He perfected it to your forefathers Abraham and 
Isaac! for Allah is All-knowing and wise. 

The favour was (£y) made perfect on Abraham, Isaac, Jacob and his family and upon Yusuf one 
after the other! 

So it was made completed upon Our Holy Prophet PBUH on its best stage. Keeping in view all 
this, from where does this idea, that it means termination of Prophethood could be astablished? 

Hadhrat Masih e Maud And Imam Mahdi as states: 

"I wish to reaffirm that the principal connotation of the expression 'Seal of the Prophets ' is 
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that the qualities of Prophethood beginning with Adam as found perfection in the Holy 
Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him.) This is the obvious meaning. The other 
meaning is that the circle of the excellences of Prophethood was completed with the advent of 
the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him.) It is entirely true that the Holy 
Qur'an brought perfection to imperfect teachings, and thereby Prophethood attained 
perfection and Islam became the manifestation of 

These are the signs of Prophethood. There is no need to discuss their reality and inner 
meanings. The principles are self-evident and clear and are known as established verities. It is 
not necessary for a believer to get involved in their detailed exposition. All that is needed is 
faith.The Finality of Prophethood is the sign of the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of 
Allah be upon him) and it is necessary for every Muslim to believe in it. "* 3 



B. ASSUMPTIVE ARGUMENTS ABOUT TERMINATION OF THE PROPHETHOOD 
FROM AHADITH 

There are some Ahadith as well which are considered by non - Ahmadi Scholars that they 
elaborate the termination of Prophethood of our Holy Prophet (PBUH) but if the following Ahadith 
and their correct understanding is properly taken the subject will be better comprehended. 

1— FIRST HADITH 

14, „, -.A 

i.e. There will be no Prophet after me. 
Answer No 1 

This Hadith has another version of narration, and that is:- 
That Holy Prophet (PBUH) said 
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O 'AH will you not be happy that you are to me like Harun was to Musa. But the fact is that you 
are not prophet. 

This description of our holy prophet (PBUH) does not, in any way, describe the termination of 
Prophethood. Rather this Hadith means that there is no Prophet after me who will be like me in 
the excellence and glory. This was the style of speech of Holy Prophet (PBUH). 

In Arabic Grammar there different types of J,theil (which is used in the above mentioned hadith) 

is calledjLsJI^^Ii.e. La which appears to negate the excellence not y^ljdy which negates the 
possibility of the specie. 

Answer No 2 

In the same book of Bukhari there is another Hadith which will serve as the explanation of the 
mentioned Hadith. 

Our Holy Prophet (PBUH) is reported to have said. 

16 

Hadhrat Abu Huraira narrated: The Prophet said, "Khosrau will be ruined, and there will be no 
Khosrau after him, and Caesarwill surely be ruined and there will be no Caesar after him,and you 
will spend their treasures in Allah's Cause. 

What does it mean? Does it mean that after that Caesar there was no Caesar and after that 
Khosrau there will not be any Khosrau again..?? 

No, history bears witness that after that Caesar there were many Caesars after Khosrau many 
Khosraus were in power. 

It means that, that power and glory which was possessed by that Caesar and Khosrau would not 
be with anyone after them. 

This Stance of ours is further clarified by a well known, noble book of interpretation of Sahih 
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Bukhari 

Fath ul Bari, It says: 

17 

— i*lLcU Jia Sic SO-xij^'ii sUw 

That when the Caesar (of that time) will die then there will not be any Caesar again who will 
reign like him. 

Answer No 3 

There is very famous Idiom which is spoken in Arabic Language. 

i.e. there is no man like Ali (ra) and there is no sword like Dhul Fiqar (the sword of Hadhrat Ali 
ra) 

Now keeping in view this phrase some questions will arise: 

(i) Was there no man born after Hadhrat Ali? 

(ii) And was there no sword made after Dhul Fiqar?? 
Certainly the answer is not other than NO ! 

Many men of action were born after Hadhrat Ali rz and many swords were made after Dhul 
Fiqar. 

But the excellence in bravery and praiseworthiness which Hadhrat Ali possessed was not 
possessed by any other person. Likewise the feats done by Dhul Fiqar were not shown by any 
other sword. 

Answer No 4 

Holy Prophet (PBUH), once, said: 
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1. Hadhrat Ibn "Abbas narrated that, Allah's Apostle said, "There is no Hijra (i.e. 
migration) after the Conquest (of Mecca), but Jihad and good intention remain; and if 
you are called for fighting, go forth immediately. 

2. Abu "Uthman An-Nahdi narrated that Mujashi (bin Mas'ud) took his brother Mujalid 
bin Musud to the Prophet and said, "This is Mujalid and he will give a pledge of 
allegiance to you for migration." The Prophet said, "There is no migration after the 
Conquest of Mecca, but I will take his pledge of allegiance for Islam. 

3. Ata said that I and 'Ubai bin "Umar went to "Aisha while she was staying near Thabir 
(i.e. a mountain). She said, "There is no Migration after Allah gave His Prophet victory 
over Mecca. 

4. Mujahid bin Jabir Al-Makki narrated that Abdullah bin "Umar used to say, "There is no 
more Hijrah (i.e. migration) after the Conquest of Mecca." 

Was there NO migration after the conquest of Mecca? 
What did People of sub continent do in 1947 as a nation? 
And what did inhabitants of former Yugoslavia do? 
What was done by Mormons when they were persecuted? 
IT WAS A MIGRATION!! 

Then what does this hadith mean which was brought approximately 12 times in Sahi Bukhari by 
Hadhrat Imam Bukhari?

The famous interpreter of Quran Hadhrat Imam Fakhr ud Din Razi says: 



i.e. as far as His (PBUH) statement is concerned, that, There is no migration after the victory, it 
denotes the specified migration. 

is also like the aforementioned explanation that there ^jujg^So Ahmadiyya stance on the Hadith 

will not be a specific Prophet i.e. Law bearing Prophet, and other Prophets (non- Law bearing) 
can come, being the Ummati (follower) of Holy Prophet (PBUH). 

Answer No 5 

At this point I want to present the explanations made by scholars of Muslim Ummah regarding 
this particular hadith which are exactly in accordance with the Ahmadiyya stance. 

1. Hadhrat Imam Muhy ud Din Muhammad Bin Ali Ibn e Arabi r h* 

The prophethood which is terminated in the person of Holy Prophet (pbuh),it was the Law 
bearing (prophethood) which is out of question! There will not be any Code of Law which can 
ever abrogate the Law of Holy Prophet (pbuh) nor can it increase any other thing. And this is 
what La Rasula Badee Wa La Nabiyya... means, there will not be any prophet of a certain code 
of Law who could abrogate my Code of Law. 

This subject is discussed by Imam Ibn e Arabi rh at several other places, see foot note. 

2. Hadhrat Imam Abdul Wahaab Ash Sherani rh * 

Surely all types of Prophethoods did not exhaust, it is only Law bearing Prophethood which has

And it does not contradict with the Hadith (that no Prophet will come after me) because Holy 
Prophet denoted that law bearing Prophet who could abrogate the dispensation of Holy Prophet 
pbuh. 

4. Noor ul Hasan Khan* 

i.e. according to the scholars it La Nabiyya Badee Wa La Rasula... means there shall not be any 
one who brings an abrogative Law after me. 

All what has been said above is told by eminent Muslim Scholars not by ordinary people. Those, 
who read Ahadith with proper understanding and with having full faith in Holy Prophet (pbuh). 

Now there is no room left for the non Ahmadis to prove the termination of the prophethood of 
Holy Prophet (pbuh). 

Answer No 6 

If at all discontinuity of prophethood is the mark of loftiness station of Holy Prophet, then Holy 
Prophet (pbuh) can never be called (o^U^ j) MERCY FOR ALL THE MANKIND! (Naozu 
billah) 

Because prophethood which is described by Allah in Quran is (^-j) and if Holy Prophet (pbuh) 
stopped it (Naozu billah) then He cannot be called u^lUJI^kj!

That this is a Gharib Hadith and Gharib Hadith is the one which has only one narrator, on this 
base it is not authentic. Moreover one narrator who is to be found in the chain of narrators is 
Musharreh bin Ha'aan. And about Musharreh bin Haa'an it is written in a prominent Book of 
(JU. jlUl^J)Tahzeeb ut Tahzeeb.

"Ibn-e-Habban considered Musharreh bin Ha'aan unauthentic and said that he should not be 
agreed upon and truth of the matter is that in a situation when he is the only one in the chain of 
narration he should be left and Ibn-e-Daud says this narrator (Mushasseh bin Ha'aan) was in 
Hajjaj's troops who detained Hadhrat Abdullah bin Zubair and stoned the Kaabah with catapult."

Answer No 3 

Some versions of this Hadith are found in some other books of Ahadith and those versions are 
Sahih.

i. If I was not raised, O' Umar You would have been raised. 

ii. If I was not raised amongst you, Umar would have been raised. 

This Hadith (j*- Cp^ ^ c?-^ is not authentic because of above mentioned reasons. 
Rather Holy Prophet (pbuh) is reported to have said: 
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Holy Prophet (pbuh) said Abu Bakr is the best of this Ummah except there is a prophet. 

Hadhrat Salamah bin Alakwah says that Holy Prophet (pbuh) said Abu Bakr is the best except 
there is a prophet. 

These Ahadith clearly announce that Holy Prophet (pbuh) had the view of continuity of the 
Prophethood. 

3. THIRD HADITH 

Third Hadith which is given in proof of termination of Prophethood is: 

Hadhrat Abu Huraira rz relates that The Prophet said, "The Hour will not be established till there 
appear about thirty liars, all of whom will be claiming to be the messengers of Allah." 

Answer No 1 

In the hadith mentioned, the narrators who are found in (sanadjthc chain of narrators of the 
hadith are not reliable. 

Answer No 2 

If we accept the authenticity of this hadith, for the sake of argument, even then this is not a 
hindrance in coming of a Prophet because in Ikmal ul Ikmal which is a renowned commentary of 
Sahih Muslim, it is stated about this particular hadith that, 

i.e. Its(Hadith) truthfulness had been manifest and if we count those who falsely claimed to be 
Prophets from the time of Holy Prophet (pbuh) till today. This number (thirty) is completed. 
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Anyone who is conversant with the Islamic History knows it. 

The writer of the book Ikmal ul Ikmal died in 828 after Hijrah. And the opponents of 
Ahmadiyyat are counting the number of thirty till today! ! ! 

Answer No 3 

The same had been described by Nawab siddique Hassan Khan Sahib in his book which was 
written long before the advent of Hadhrat Masih-e-Maud (as) 

He Says: 

That as Holy Prophet (PBUH) informed us about the coming of thirty false Prophets in the Muslim 
Ummah, it had already come to pass. 

4. FOURTH HADITH 

The fourth Hadith which is usually presented to prove the termination of Prophethood is 

Hadhrat Abu Huraira narrated that Allah's Apostle said, "My similitude in comparison with the 
other prophets before me, is that of a man who has built a house nicely and beautifully, except 
for a place of one brick in a corner. The people go about it and wonder at its beauty, but say: 
'Would that this brick be put in its place!' So I am that brick, and I am Khatm un Nabiyyeen. 

Non Ahmadis are of the view that, because last brick had been put now there is no space for new 
Prophet. And if new one comes then the house has already been completed. 

Answer No 1 

Our response towards it is, there are some allegations regarding the authenticity of the narrators 
of this hadith. If one scrutinizes the narrators, he can easily get the findings. 
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Answer No 2 

Despite all the allegations, if we take it up for the discussions even then this hadith does not 
establish the point, because Holy Prophet (pbuh) is talking about <^ <> oLuiVl, no t about the 
Prophets to come. 

Answer No 3 

According to your belief, Hadhrat Isa (Jesus Christ) will come in latter days. Where will He set 
his own brick, if there is no space for any one and if there are no other works? 

Answer No 4 

Your argument does not increase any respect and dignity of the Prophet (pbuh), because, you say 
it was only a brick of which the whole the construction was lacking, and that brick was Holy 
Prophet (pbuh). 

If the Holy Prophet would have not come the building was already complete? 
Allah said to the Prophet (pbuh) 

5. FIFTH HADITH 

Fifth hadith which is given in the support of their argument is: 

Hadhrat Anas bin Malik rz told us that Holy Prophet (pbuh) said, Verily the Prophethood had 
terminated. So there is no prophet after me. 

We have discussed it under hadith number 1. 

It should be noted at this point that there are some other ahadith which are presented in favour of 
termination of prophethood they are more or less alike with which I have discussed above. If one 
sees with an impartial mind, will certainly come to the conclusion, that, the dignity and respect 
of the Prophet pbuh is in continuity of the blessing of the prophethood. 
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(The photocopies of the references (in bold below), are also presented at the end of 

this chapter)

CHAPTER SEVEN 
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The following extracts will show as clear as crystal the unmatchable love of Hadhrat 
Masih Maud and Imam Mahdi as with the Holiest of the Prophets, the Elect of God, 
the saviour of mankind, the singular and unique, Our beloved Master Muhammad 
on whom be peace. 

1. "That light of high degree that was bestowed on perfect man was not in angels, was 
not in stars, was not in the moon, was not in the sun, was not in the oceans and the 
rivers, was not in rubies, emeralds, sapphires, or pearls; in short, it was not in any 
earthly or heavenly object. It was only in perfect man whose highest and loftiest and 
most perfect example was our lord and master, the Chief of the Prophets, the Chief of 
all living ones, Muhammad, the chosen one [peace and blessings of Allah be on him]. 
That light was bestowed on this man and, according to their ranks, upon all those who 
bore the same colour to some degree.... This dignity was found in its highest and most 
perfect form in our lord and master and our guide, the immaculate Prophet, the 
righteous one, testified to by the righteous, Muhammad, the chosen one [peace and 
blessingsof Allah be on him]." 1 

2. I always wonder how high was the status of this Arabian Prophet, whose name was 
Muhammad, (thousands of blessings and peace be upon him). One cannot reach the 
limit of his high status and it is not given to man to estimate correctly his spiritual 
effectiveness. It is a pity that his rank has not been recognized, as it should have 
been.He was the champion who restored to the world the Unity of God which had 
disappeared from the world; he loved God in the extreme and his soul melted out of 
sympathy for mankind. Therefore, God, Who knew the secret of his heart, exalted 
him above all the Prophets and all the first ones and the last ones and bestowed upon 
him in his lifetime all that he desired. He is the fountainhead of every grace and a 
person who claims any superiority without acknowledging his grace is not a man but 
is the spawn of Satan, because the Holy Prophet has been bestowed the key to every 
exaltation and he has been given the treasury of every understanding. He who does 
not receive through him is deprived forever. I am nothing and possess nothing. I 
would be most ungrateful if I were not to confess that I have learnt of the true Unity 
of God through this Prophet. The recognition of the Living God we have achieved 
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through this perfect Prophet and through his light. The honour of converse with God, 
through which we behold His countenance, has been bestowed upon me through this 
great Prophet. The ray of this sun of guidance falls like sunshine upon me and I 
continue illumined only so long as I am adjusted towards it. 

3. The man who in his being and his attributes and his actions and through his spiritual 
and holy faculties set an example of perfection, in knowledge and action and in 
sincerity and steadfastness, and was called the perfect man was Muhammad [peace 
and blessings of Allah be on him].... The man who was most perfect as man and as 
Prophet, and came with full blessings, and who through a spiritual revival and 
resurrection manifested the first Judgement in the world and revived the dead world, 
that blessed Prophet, the Seal of the Prophets, the leader of the righteous ones, the 
pride of the Prophets, was Muhammad, the chosen one [peace and blessings of Allah 
be on him]. 

Our Lord, send down on that beloved Prophet that mercy and blessing that Thou hast 
not sent down on anyone since the beginning of the world. Had that grand Prophet not 
appeared in the world then we would have no proof of the truth of lesser Prophets like 
Jonah, Job, Jesus son of Mary, Malachi, John, Zechariah, etc. Though they were 
favourites and honoured and were beloved ones of Almighty God, they are under 
obligation to this Prophet that they were accepted in the world as true Prophets. O 
Allah, send down Thy blessings on him and on his people and on his companions, all 
of them. Our last word is that all praise belongs to Allah, Lord of the worlds. 3 

4. Now under heaven there is only one Prophetsa and only one Book. The Prophet is 
Muhammad, the chosen one [peace and blessings of Allah be on him] who is higher 
and more exalted than all Prophets and is the most perfect of Messengers and is the 
Khatam-ul-Anbiya', and the best of men by following whom we find God Almighty 
and all the veils of darkness are lifted and the signs of true salvation are witnessed in 
this very life. The Book is the Holy Qur'an, which comprises true and perfect 
guidance and effectiveness, through which knowledge and understanding of the 
Divine are obtained and the heart is purified of human weaknesses; and being 
delivered from ignorance, heedlessness and doubts, a person arrives at the stage of 
complete certainty. 4 
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5. Muhammad of Arabia, King of both the worlds; Whose threshold is safeguarded by 
the Holy Spirit. I cannot call him God, but I do say; To recognize him is to recognize 
God. It is my personal experience that to obey the Holy Prophet [peace and blessings 
of Allah be on him] with a sincere heart and to love him, ultimately makes a person 
beloved of God. God creates in his heart a burning for His Own love and such a one, 
withdrawing his heart from everything else, leans towards God and his affection and 
desire remain only for God Almighty. Thereupon a special manifestation of Divine 
love falls upon him and, bestowing upon him the full colour of love and devotion, 
pulls him towards itself with great force. He then overcomes his passions and from 
every direction extraordinary works of God Almighty appear as signs in his support 
and to help him. 5 

6. It is my personal experience that through invoking blessings upon the Holy Prophet 
[peace and blessings of Allah be on him], Divine grace in the shape of wonderful 
light proceeds in the direction of the Holy Prophet [peace and blessings of Allah be 
on him] and is absorbed into his breast and then issuing therefrom numberless 
streams of it reach everyone deserving them according to his capacity. Certainly, no 
grace can reach anyone without the agency of the Holy Prophet [peace and blessings 
of Allah be on him]. Invoking blessings on the Holy Prophet [peace and blessings of 
Allah be on him] brings into movement his throne from which these streams of light 
issue. He who desires to obtain the grace of God Almighty should invoke blessings 
on him persistently, so that divine grace might be moved. 6 

7. One night this humble one invoked blessings on the Holy Prophet [peace and 
blessings of Allah be on him] to such a degree that my heart and soul were filled with 
its fragrance. That night I saw in my dream that angels were carrying water skins full 
of light into my house and one of them said to me: These are the blessings that you 
invoked upon Muhammad [peace and blessings of Allah be on him]. 7 

8. We know for certain that the greatest Prophet of God and His best beloved is 
Muhammad, the chosen one [peace and blessings of Allah be on him]. The followers 
of other Prophets are in darkness having nothing with them except old stories and 
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tales. But the Muslims always receive fresh signs from God Almighty. Therefore, 
among Muslims there are found many persons of understanding, who believe in God 
with such certainty as if they beheld Him; but other people have not this certainty 
concerning God Almighty. Therefore, our soul bears witness that the true and right 
religion is Islam alone.... The miracles of our Holy Prophet [peace and blessings of 
Allah be on him] are not mere stories. By obeying the Holy Prophet [peace and 
blessings of Allah be on him] we experience those signs ourselves and, through the 
blessings of observation and experience, we arrive at complete certainty. How high is 
the status of that perfect and Holy Prophet [peace and blessings of Allah be on him] 
whose Prophethood always furnishes fresh proof to seekers, and by the blessings of 
witnessing continuous signs, we arrive at the stage where we see God Almighty with 
our own eyes, as it were. Thus, true religion is that and the true Prophet is he, the 
fresh spring of whose truth should always be witnessed. To rely upon mere stories 
which are subject to all kinds of exceptions does not commend itself to the wise. 
Hundreds of people have been deified in the world and they are believed in on the 
basis of hundreds of old tales, but the truth is that the true miracle worker is he the 
river of whose miracles never dries up. That person is our lord and master the Holy 
Prophet [peace and blessings of Allah be on him]. In every age, God Almighty has 
raised someone to display the signs of that perfect and holy one. In this age, He has 
sent me with the title of Promised Messiah. Signs are being shown from heaven and 
all sorts of extraordinary events are coming to pass. Every seeker after truth can come 
and stay with me and witness these signs, whether he is a Christian, a Jew or an Arya. 
All these are the blessings of our Holy Prophet [peace and blessings of Allah be on 
him]. 8 

9. The perfect man to whom the Holy Qur'an was revealed, was not limited in his 
vision, nor was there any deficiency in his sympathy in the sharing of sorrows. Both 
from the point of view of the time and of the place, his soul was charged with perfect 
sympathy. He was, therefore, bestowed a full share of the manifestations of nature 
and he was made Khatam-ul-Anbiya', which did not mean that no one would from 
then on receive any spiritual grace from him, rather that he possessed the seal of 
Prophethood and that without the attestation of that seal, no grace can reach anyone, 
and that for his people, the door of converse with the Divine would never be closed.

Beside him, there is no Prophet who possesses the seal of Prophethood. It is only by 
the testimony of his seal that a Prophethood can be bestowed for which it is a 
condition that the recipient must be a follower of the Holy Prophet [peace and 
blessings of Allah be on him]. His high courage and sympathy did not wish to leave 
his people in a condition of deficiency and were not reconciled to the door of 
revelation, which is at the root of all understanding, being closed. Yet, in order to 
preserve the sign of the closing of Prophethood, he desired that the grace of 
revelationshould be bestowed through obedience to him and that this door should be 
closed to anyone who was not his follower. God appointed him Khatam-ul-Anbiya' in 
this sense. Thus it was established till the Day of Judgement, that a person who does 
not prove being his follower through true obedience and who does not devote his full 
being to obeying him, cannot become the recipient of perfect revelation. Direct 
Prophethood has been ended with the Holy Prophet [peace and blessings of Allah be 
on him]; but Prophethood by way of reflection, which means the receipt of revelation 
through the grace of Muhammad [peace and blessings of Allah be on him] will 
continue till the Day of Judgement, so that the door of perfection of mankind should 
not be closed and this sign should not disappear from the world that the high resolve 
of the Holy Prophet [peace and blessings of Allah be on him] desired that the doors of 
converse with the Divine shouldremain open till the Judgement Day and the 
understanding of the Divine, which is the basis of salvation, should not disappear. 9 

10. We affirm that the person who moves away in the slightest degree from the law of the 
Holy Prophet [peace and blessings of Allah be on him] is a kafir. When anyone who 
turns away from following the Holy Prophet [peace and blessings of Allah be on him] 
is a kafir in our estimation, then what about one who should claim to bring a new law, 
or should make a change in the Holy Qur'an and the Sunnah of the Holy Prophet 
[peace and blessings of Allah be on him] or should abrogate any commandment? 
In our estimation only that person is a believer who truly follows the Holy Qur'an, 
and believes it to be the last revealed Book, and accepts the law that the Holy Prophet 
[peace and blessings of Allah be on him] brought into the world, as everlasting, and 
makes not the slightest change in it, and loses himself wholly in following it, and 
devotes every particle of his being to its cause, and does not oppose it intellectually or 
by his conduct. It is then that he would be a true Muslim. 10 
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11. The Holy Prophet [peace and blessings of Allah be on him] was the best of the 
Prophets and had a higher status than all the Messengers, and God desired that as by 
his personal qualities he was the Chief of all the Prophets, so from the point of view 
of his overt services also, he might be proclaimed to the world as better and higher 
than all. Therefore, God Almighty extended his beneficence to the whole of mankind, 
so that his efforts and hisendeavours might be generally manifested and should not be 
confined to a particular people, as was the case with Moses and Jesus, and so that 
enduring severe persecution from every direction and every people, he should be 
entitled to the great reward which will not be bestowed upon other Prophets. 11 

12. It is my belief that if, leaving the Holy Prophet [peace and blessings of Allah be on 
him] aside, all the Prophets who had preceded him had combined to perform the task 
and to carry out the reform which the Holy Prophet [peace and blessings of Allah be 
on him] performed and carried out, they would not have been able to do so. They had 
not the heart and the strength which had been bestowed upon the Holy Prophet [peace 
and blessings of Allah be on him]. If anyone should say that this shows disrespect 
towards the other Prophets, he would be guilty of uttering a calumny against me. It is 
part of my faith to honour and respect the Prophets, but the Holy Prophet's superiority 
to all other Prophets is the principal part of my faith and my whole being is saturated 
with it. It is not within my power to exclude it. Let my unfortunate opponent, who is 
sightless, say what he pleases, but our Holy Prophet [peace and blessings of Allah be 
on him] performed a task, which all the others combined together, or separately, 
could not have performed. 12 

13. It has been revealed to me that the door of independent Prophethood is firmly closed 
after the Seal of the Prophets (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him.) Now there 
can arise no independent Prophet, neither old nor new. Our misguided opponents do 
not consider this door completely closed. According to them there is a window open 
for the return of the Israelite Prophet, the Messiah. 

14. A Prophet is one who receives revelation from God and is honoured with converse 
with Him. It is not necessary that he should be the bearer of a new law or should not 
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be the follower of a law-bearing Prophet. Thus no harm is done if a follower of the 
Holy Prophet is raised as such a Prophet, particularly when he receives all grace from 
the Holy Prophet himself (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him.) What is most 
harmful is to believe that the followers of the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of 
Allah be upon him) are debarred from enjoying converse with God until the Day of 
Judgement. That religion does not deserve to be called a religion nor is that Prophet 
worthy of being called a Prophet, whose followers cannot come near enough to God 
to be honoured with His word. Accursed and detestable is the religion which teaches 
that human progress depends only on a few principles which are transmitted from 
generation to generation, that all revelation is a matter of the past and there can be no 
further revelation, and that hearing the voice of the Ever-Living and All-Powerful 
God is to be wholly despaired of. 14 

15. The vision of the Perfect Man, to whom the Holy Qur'an was revealed, was not 
limited. His concern and sympathy for all was faultless. His self was imbued with 
perfect sympathy that transcended the limitations of time and space. That is why he 
was granted full and complete share of the manifestation of Divine Providence. Thus, 
he became the Seal of the Prophets. This was not because no one was to be granted 
any spiritual grace after him, but because no one could achieve any grace without the 
attestation of his seal, and that the door of converse with God would never be closed 
to his followers. No other Prophet has been granted this seal; he is the only one 
through whose seal such Prophethood can be achieved and for which it is necessary 
that its recipient should be a follower of his. His high resolve and deep sympathy did 
not desire to leave his followers in a position of disadvantage and did not tolerate that 
the door of revelation, which is the true basis of complete comprehension, should be 
closed upon them. He desired that, in order to maintain the sign of the Seal of 
Prophethood, the grace of revelation should be confined to his followers, and the door 
of revelation should be closed for those who are not his followers. It was in this sense 
that God made him the Seal of the Prophets. Thus it has been forever ordained that he 
who is not his follower, and is not completely devoted to him, can never be the 
recipient of perfect revelation, inasmuch as independent Prophethood came to an end 
with him (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him.) But Prophethood by way of zill 
[reflection], which is to receive Divine revelation through the grace of Muhammad, 
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shall continue till the Judgement Day, so that the door of spiritual perfection should 
not be closed on mankind and the sign which the high resolve of the Holy Prophet 
(peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) desired — namely, that the doors of 
converse with God should remain open and the comprehension of the Divine, which 
is the basis of salvation, should not become extinct. 15 

16. The question can be raised that as there have been many Prophets among the 
followers of Moses, it therefore follows that the status of Moses was higher than that 
of the Holy Prophet. The answer is that these Prophets were raised by God 
independently of Moses, but there have been thousands of saints through the blessing 
of following the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him), and also 
the one who was both a follower and a Prophet. There is no other instance of such 
bounteous grace in the case of any other Prophet. Among the followers of Moses, 
with the exception of the Prophets, most other people were spiritually imperfect, and 
the Prophets themselves were raised independently of Moses. But among Muslims 
thousands achieved sainthood by following the Holy Prophet alone. 16 

17. If anyone should ask how there can be a Prophet among the Muslims when God has 
put an end to Prophethood, the answer would be that God, the Lord of Honour and 
Glory, has named me Prophet only as proof of the perfection of the Prophethood of 
the best of mankind. The perfection of the Holy Prophet would be established only by 
the proof of the perfection of his followers, for, in the absence of such proof, the 
claim of the perfection of the Holy Prophet would not be substantiated in the eyes of 
the wise. The only meaning of the Seal of Prophethood is that all the excellences of 
Prophethood achieved their climax in the person of the Holy Prophet. Of the great 
excellences of Prophethood, is the perfection of the Holy Prophet in respect of the 
conveyance of spiritual grace to his followers, which cannot be established without its 
manifestation among them. Besides, I have mentioned several times that in the design 
of God, Prophethood in my case means only the frequency of converse with God and

18. What God requires of you, in the matter of belief, is that God is One and that 



222 



Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) is His Prophet and the Seal 
of Prophets and is the greatest of them all. After him there is no Prophet except only 
one who is reflectively clothed in the mantle of Muhammadiyyat. Inasmuch as a 
servant cannot be separated from his master, nor is a branch separable from its root, 
he who is designated Prophet by God on account of his perfect devotion to his master 
does not contravene the Seal of Prophethood. Just as when you look into a mirror, 
there are not two of you but only one, although there appear to be two: the real one 
and the reflection. That is what God designated in the case of the Promised Messiah. 
This is also the meaning of the saying of the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of 
Allah be upon him) that the Promised Messiah would be buried with him in the same 
grave; which means that they would be completely identical. 18 

19. Remember, I am not a Messenger or Prophet by virtue of a new law, a new claim or a 
new name; but I am a Messenger and Prophet by virtue of perfect reflection. I am the 
mirror in which the form and the Prophethood of Muhammad are perfectly reflected. 
Had I been a claimant of distinct Prophethood, God Almighty would not have named 
me Muhammad and Ahmad and Mustafa and Mujtaba. Nor would I have been 
bestowed the title of Khatam-ul-Auliya' [Seal of the Elect of God], resembling the 
title of the Seal of the Prophets. In such a case, I would have been given a separate 
name. But God Almighty admitted me completely into the being of Muhammad, so 
much so that He did not desire that I should have a separate name or a separate tomb, 
for a reflection cannot be separated from its original. Why did this come about? It 
came about because God had appointed the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of 
Allah be upon him) as Seal of Prophets, and, in order to maintain the parallel between 
the Mosaic dispensation and the Muhammad's dispensation, it was necessary that the 
Muhammadi Messiah should be bestowed the dignity of Prophethood like the Mosaic 
Messiah, so that the Muhammadi Prophethood should not be considered deficient in 
any respect when compared to the Mosaic Prophethood. Therefore, God Almighty 
created me as a perfect reflection, and invested me with the reflection of Muhammadi 
Prophethood, so that in one aspect I should bear the title of Nabi 'ullah [Prophet of 
God], and in another aspect the Seal of Prophethood should be safeguarded. 19 
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20. There is a wonderful light in the person of Muhammad; 
There is a wonderful ruby in the mine of Muhammad. 
The heart is cleansed of all darkness 
When it joins the lovers of Muhammad. 
Alas for the hearts of those unworthy ones; 
Whom turn their backs upon the hospitality of Muhammad. 
I know not of anyone in both the world; 
Who has a station equal to Muhammad. 
God is utterly displeased with the person; 
Who bears a grudge against Muhammad. 
God Himself burns that worthless worm; 
Which is among the enemies of Muhammad. 
If you wish to be delivered from the stupor of the lowerself; 
Come and join the ranks of the lovers of Muhammad. 
If you desire that God should praise you; 
Become a true admirer of Muhammad. 
If you desire a proof of his truthfulness, become hislover: 
Muhammad himself is the proof of Muhammad.
